„E puniſh this country and re⸗ 
ion with the hoꝛrible and 
238] fearefull plague of the Peſti⸗ 
lente, and many folkes (after 
an CR faſhion)are ſo affraide there- 
of, that there bee heard and ſane ol them 
al manner of vnaccuſtomable wozdes and 
wozkes, which became not well a Chꝛiſtian | 
man: And ſeeing that all the derdes ol 
charitie which one Chziſtian man is bound 


( - - to thewe vntoanother ( noleſſe then vnta 


7 you ſelfe) arg perilouſly omitted, 
ay. whyby 


s ASertnon vpon | 
whereby then riſeth all manner okllaunder 
to the weake, and miſrepoꝛt vnto the holy 
Goſpell: 3 thoughtit p2ofitable and neceſſa- 
ry to beſtom vpon pour charitie in this caſe, 
a ſhozt inſtruction 4 comfoꝛt out of the holy 
Scripture, to the intent, that the ignoꝛant 
may be taught, the weake ſtrengthened, and 
euecp one counſelled after his calling, to 
ſerue his neighbour. 

And will take foz my Text, the 97. 
P fame, which ſoundeth after this maner:

But afoꝛe wee come to the vnderſtanding 
of theſe comfoꝛtable woꝛdes: pour charity 
hal firſt know, that it is not my meaning to 
fozbid oꝛ inhibite any man to flye o2 to vſe 
Phyſicke, oꝛ to auoide dangerous and ficke 
places in theſe fearefull ayzes, ſo farre as a 
man doth not therein againft the betiefe;noz 
Gods commandement, no2 againſt his cal⸗ 
ling, noꝛ againſt the lone of his ngighbour- 
Foz though ſome will ſaye: Such Plague 
toucheth no man, but thoſe that be oꝛdainen 
| of God thereunto, like as there be certains 
enſamples thereof found in holy Scripture: 
namely, as in Ezech.g. ( Apoc. 7. thert was 
ſent an Angell, which afozehand marked the 
vertuous and elect, oꝛ euer it was charged 
and commanded the ſecond Angell to ſmits 
(with Peſttlence oꝛ other Plagues) thoſe 
that were not marked. Nenertheles, acainff 
that it might be ſaid:Good ſir, though itwent 
foatſuch a time in ſuch plates, whomaketh 
yl A ii. vs 


ASermon vpon 
vs ſure pet now, that it ſhal therfoꝛe * 
ſo in al other deathes of the country? There- 
ſoꝛe J will nowe at this time let all ſuch 
things continue in their libertie at pour diſs 
cretios like as al other natural things, which 


bee ſubiect and committed vnto our reaſon - 


to rule. But as fo2 the Chꝛiſtian which ( by 
reaſon of office, oꝛ foꝛ pouerties ſake , oꝛ foz 
other reaſonable tauſes) cannot, oꝛ be not 
minded to fly, J will herewithal ſhew them 
their beit e higheſt comfoꝛt that they haue. 
In like manner, J will not enter againſt 
them, that ſpeake naturally thereof, and ſay: 
Such Plague commeth out ofthe influence 
ofthe Starres, out of the working of the 
Cometes , out of the vnſeaſonable weather 
and altering of the ayꝛe, out of the South 
windes, out of ſtincking waters, oꝛ out of 
foule miſtes of the grounde : Fo2 ſuch wiſe⸗ 
dome of theirs, will we leaue vnto them vn⸗ 
deſpiſed , and not fight thereagainſt: But 
(as Chꝛiſtian men) we will holde vs vnto 
the woꝛde of God, the ſame will we ſuffer to 
be dur moſt high wiſedome, and giuecre- 
\ Dence Unto it, and follow it: and ſo ſhall wee 
findemuch better a ſurer inſtruction: Names 
ty, that this hoꝛrible Plague of the Peſti⸗ 
tence commeth out of Gods ** 
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the 91. Pſalme. 
of the deſpiſing and franſgreſſing ol his 


godly commandements. Fo2 thus ſayth the 


holy P2ophet Moyſes intheboke of Deut. 
Chap. 2 8. | 


Derſ. 1. If thou wilt not hearken vnto 
the voyce of the Lorde thy GOD , to ob- 
ſerue and keepe all his commaundements 
and ordinances which I commaunde thee, 
then hall all theſe curſes. come yppon thee, 
&c. J 
And it followeth: ä 
Vcrſ. 21. The Lordeſhallcauſe the Peſtis 


/ lencetoendurelon g withthee: 


Verſ. 22. The Lorde ſhall mire thee with 
ſwelling, Feauer, heate, burning, blaſting, 
drouth , & c. And ſhall perſecute thee till 
hee viteily deſtroy thee, and bring thee to 
naught. 


And certainely this is the plaine trueth, 
and the very oꝛiginall of theſe Plagues. Na 
man ought to doubt thereon: Foz though the 
fozeſaide naturall cauſes doe ſomewhat a« 
gre alſo thereunto, pet is it ſure and vn⸗ 
doubted, that the ſame cauſes bee ſent and 


ttirred vp out of Gods wꝛath foz our nne 


and vnthankefulneſſe. Wy

And truelpʒthat it is euen ſoʒthe holy Scrip- 
ture declareth; not with bare woꝛdes onely, 
but ſheweth it alſo with notable enſamples. 
Cd in the fourteenth chapter of thebok of 
bers, when all the ſpyes ( ercept 10% 
and deb) ſpake euill of the lande of pꝛomiſe, 
and made the people vnpatient ⁊ in an vp? 
gore: ſo that they choſe them a Captaine, and 
thought to goe againe into Egypt, and to 
ſcone Moyſes and Aæon which commaun- 
ded them the contrary, we read thus: Then 
appearcd the glory ofthe Lord,and ſpake yn- 
to — How long doth this people blaſ- 
- came me? And how long wil it be yer they 
eeue me, for al the tokens that l haue done 
vpon them therefore will I ſmteand deſtroy 
them with Peftilence , and make of thee 2 
greater nation then this. 

Likewiſe alſo when Dauid cauſed the peo? 
ple to be numbꝛed, againſt Gods comman- 
dement, he diſpleaſed the Loꝛd God hozribly 
therewith, Therefo:e layed he the punich⸗ 


ment vpõ him, ſo that he was faine to choſe 
+ humſelfe, whether he had rather haue ſeauen 
veares dearth, oz these Poneths miſchante 


in battaile, oꝛ thꝛet dapes Peſtilence in the 
Aande ? And when he choſe the Peſtilence. 
2 dyed in "on daies, ſcauenty thouſand 
men,

men, as it is wꝛitten in the laſt chapter ol the 


ſecond boke of Samuil. 

Seeing then that out of the wozd of Gov, 
wee knowe the very cauſe of this hoꝛrible 
Plague: Namely,that it is the faulte ofour 
ſinnes; as vnbeliefe, diſobedience and vn⸗ 


 thankefulnes. Therefoꝛe, befoꝛe all things, 


if ſhall beneceſſary; that wee refraine from 


the ſame; repent and amende our liues, if 


wee will bee pꝛeſerued and delivered from 
this hoꝛrible Plague. Fo21f God puniſh vs, 
becauſe of ſinne: it is god to conſider that 
we mutt firſt acknowledge and eſchewe our 
ſinnes, in caſe that hee ſhall withdꝛawe and 
take awap his wꝛath e ſharp puniſhment 
from vs. Foꝛ if we continue in our euill, ſin⸗ 


full and culpable life, certainely he will not 


ceaſe with the puniſhmet, but go ſoꝛth moꝛe 
and moze, till he giue and recompence acco2/ 
ding to our moꝛkes. But if we knowledge 
our ſinne, refraine from it, repent and aſke 
grace, then ſhal he alſo take away his w2ath. 
And this hoꝛrible w2ath (with other heauy 
burthens, as warre t dearth, that Iye vpon 
our necke) ſhail hee mercifuily take away 
from vs againc. As holy Poul ſaveth, 1. Cor. 

11. If we iudged our ſelues, we ſhould not be 
iudged: But when we are iudged,wee be cha+

Rened'oftheLord,that we ſhould not bedams 


ned with the worlde, 

And outofallthis may pour charitie well 
perceiue, howe vnwiſely and vnchaiſfianly 
they doe, that out of inoꝛdinate feare of 
this Plague, leaue their calling and office, 
maliciouſip withdꝛawing the lone, helpe, 
and faithfulneſſe, which they (ont of Gods 
commanndement ) are bounde to ſhews 
vnto their Neighbours , and ſo dos ſin grie+ 
nouſly acgainlt the commandement of God. 
Foz certainely they doe but ſtirre vp the 
w:ath ol God mo2eearneffly againſt them- 
ſelues, that hee may the ſoner take holde 
vpon them and plucke them away with this 
Plague. Foz men may heare on enery ſide, 
that ſome doe ſhunne and flye not onelp 
the ſicke, but alſo the whole: Vea (that which 
is moꝛe foliſhneſſe) euen the Platters and 
Candleſtickes, which come out of ſtraunge 
houſes , as though death did ſarely ficke 
therein. And (out of ſuch fond childiſh feare) 
it commeth, that not onely ſome ſicke folkes 
bee ſuffered to die without any keeping, 
helpe and comfo2te: bat that women alſs 


great with childe , are foꝛſaken in their moſt - 


nerde, ſoꝛ at ſuch times, fewe o2 none will 
come vnto them: Yea, a man may * 
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fs that the childꝛen foꝛſake their Fathers 


and Mothers, and one houſhold body kepeth 
himſelfe away from another, and ſheweth 
no loue vnto him: Mhich neuertheleſſe hes 
would be glad to bee ſhewed vnto himſelfe, 


ik he lap in like neceſſitic. 


How be it, J ſuppoſe there come not ma- 
ny ſuch chaunces to paſſe: neuertheleiſe J 
muſt ſpeake thereof that it be done no moꝛe 
from hencefwꝛth. Fo2 certainely it is vn⸗ 
wiſely and vnchꝛ iſtianly handled: and wee 
nede not thinke that the ſame is the waye 
to eſcape this Plague, but rather an occa · 
lion that it raigneth moꝛe mightiiy:oner 
vs. Fo2 ſcœing it is ſure ( as pee haue heard 
afoꝛe ) that ſuch Plague is ſent foꝛ puniſh⸗ 
ment of our ſinnes; and Chꝛiſt hath giuen 
vs a newe TCommandement, that we ſhould 
loue one another (as hee hath loued vs) it 
followeth that the farther we depatte from 
the loue of our ncighbour , the moꝛe wee 
lade ſinne vpon vs, and deſeruc this plague 
ſo much the moꝛe. 

Againe, the moꝛe diligently that we take 


heed vnto the loue ofaur neighbour;theſurer 
' ſhall we be from this Plague: No man ner 
deth to doubt thereof. 


* heere withall will 4 alla connfl 


ASermonvpon 
o2 tompell no man, to any vnnedeful daun⸗ 
ger (that he is not bound vnto by his calling 
noꝛ by lone) but only warne thoſe which fo2 
feare, leaue that which they are bound to do 
beſoꝛe God: To the intent that foꝛ ſuch na- 
ked feares ſake, they doe not tranſgreſſe no2 
omitte the tommandement of God, e hope 
by ſinne to eſcape this plague, which neuer⸗ 
theleſle commeth becauſe of ſinne. Foz that 
were a fwliſh vnaduiſed counſell , if one 
would goe about to eſcape the w2ath of God 
by tranſgreſſion, and by ſinne fo auoide the 
puniſhment of ſinne. 

; Beſides this, doth experience ſhewe alſo 


that they which bee ſo ſoꝛe afraide, doe tom⸗ 


monly miſcary. Againe, they that waite vp⸗ 
pon their offices and ſerue their neighbours, 
be delinered; As it is well ſtene in the mini⸗ 
ters ofthe Church, and other moe, that ſhun 
not the ſicke, but muſt viſite them and com 
ſoꝛt them with Gods woꝛde and pꝛouide foꝛ 
them with the holy Sacrament; Foz weſes 
no wher, that they therfoꝛe muſt alſo be ſone 
ficke and muſt die. Vea, how muſt the higher 
powers of the wozlde doe, which (by reaſon 
of their calling, and foz the common p2offte 
and regiments ſake)abide alſo in the ieoper⸗ 


diecmnl{minilkerbecayleoflous? ſpecially +, 
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the 91 Pſalme. 
the thielelt, or one whereof there dyeth moꝛe 


then a thouſand of other; And pet doth God 


commonly pꝛeſerue them alſo that they bee 
deliuered, left ſtill a line, And dye in a god 
quiet age. 

Theretdze certainely ſuch kinde of inoz- 
dinate feare and flying againſt Gods com⸗ 
mandement,is nothing elſe, but a declaring 
of a great and ſoꝛe vnbeliefe, that men doo 
not beleene 4 truſt in Cod, that he tan and 
will deliuer. And thus is verifped the ſay⸗ 
ing: The vngodly haue no peace. Eſa. lvij. Foz 
if we will feare and flye where no perrill is, 
when will we then beſtow our liues foꝛ our 
neighbours, as Chꝛiſt hath done foꝛ vs: and 
we alſo be bounde to do likewiſe? 1. Joh. 3. 

Who ſo now deſpꝛeth to eſcape the wꝛath 
of God, and this hozriblePlagne,lethimnof 
aſke his owne reaſon how hee ſhall doe, but 
beleeue and follow the woꝛde of God: which 


teacheth him not to flye euill apꝛe and inſec⸗ 


ted places (which he may well do: neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe hee remapneth vet vncertaine whether 
it helpeth oꝛ no) but it teacheth him to leaue 
off from ſinne, as from the very oꝛiginall 
cauſe of this Plague and puniſhment, and 
(by true repentance and amendment of life) 
fowalke againe in the right waye.. Foz that 
3. is

is the-onlyfure and wholſome flying in this 
dangerays fime,whereby a man may eſcape

ut. whither a man ought to ſiye, there 
of ill we heare the holy Ghoſt by the Pꝛo⸗ 
phote in this Palme. He knoweth it much 
better then wee can thinke, and ſayeth aiter 
this manner. 

Verſe: 1. Wha ſa {terh vnder the defence 
2 higheſt; and abideth vnder theſhadow 
of tlie alinightie. 

2 He fayerh vntothe Lord: My . 
my ſtrong holde: My God on u hom l hopes 
For hee de. iucreth mee from the ſnare of the 
bunter rand ſrom the noy ſome Peſtilence. 


CTyeſe woꝛdes ( my moſt dearely belo⸗ 
ued) ſhall yee take to hart, and marke them 
well with all diligence: Foz they be not the 
woꝛdes of men which can lie and deceiue: 
Mobeit though they were mens woꝛdes, 
and ſeme olde wiſe man ſpake them (oz 
ſome well learned Phyſitian) ye would not 
yet deſpiſe them, but receiue ⁊ keepe them. 
But nowe bee they the very woꝛdes ofthe 
high aieſtie of God, which the holy Ghoſt 
ſpeaketh by the mouth of the Pꝛophete. 
nd: they teach vs whither we ought en 
rom 
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truth: For heaven and earth muſt paſſe, but my 
words ſhall not paſſe away, ſayth the Loꝛd. 
Vut that pe map vnderſtande them right 
and well, yer ſhall remember that it is the 
vſe of the Holy Scripture (ſpecially in the 
Palme ) to declare one meaning with two 
manner of ſayings , as pee haue oft times 
heard. Foꝛ ſo doeth the Pzophet here ſpeake, 
and ſapeth: 

WWbo ſo ſittech vnder the defence ofthe 
higheſt, and abydeth vnder the ſhaddow of 
the Almightie, 

Foz to ſittevnder the defence of the high- 
eſt, is euen as much as fo ſaye, as to abide 
vnder the ſhaddow of the almightie, 
And with theſe woꝛdes meaneth the holy 
Pꝛophet nothing elſe, but who ſo putteth 
his truſt in God with a right ſure Chꝛiſlian 
beliefe , e giueth himſelfe over into his pꝛo⸗ 
tection and defence, ( fo2 ſuch people doeth 
God receiue to grace ) them holdeth hee fo2 
his owne deare childꝛen (t enen ſo they be) c 
giueth them his holy ſpirit , which wozketh 
in them true ſaluation and godly wozkes, * 

Therefoze remayneth healſo vpon them, 
and all things muſt ſeriefoz their wealth 
| as

as Paul ſapeth, Rom. &. Such pꝛotection alſa 
and defence of God, is ſet foꝛth vnto vs eue⸗ 
ry where in the focripture, as an ouer · ſhad⸗ 
dowing and couering with wings. Foz like 
us the two Cherubins ſpꝛed out their wings 
duer the Arke; Erd. 37. Euen ſo doeth God 
ſpꝛes out the winges of his pꝛotecion ouer 
his elect. Therefoꝛe ſapth Moſes Deut. 32. 
Like as an Egle ſtitreth vp his neſt, and flyeth 
Huer his yong vnes:ſo ſpreade th he out his feas 
thers, and beares his people vpon his winges: 
After this maner ſpake the holy Angel Gabri= 
e alſo vnto the moſt bleſſed and pure Uir⸗ 
gin Mary, when ſhe ſhould bethe Mother of 
<Gpd : The holy Ghoſt ſhall come vponthee, 
and the po of the molt higheſt ſhall ouer 
ſhaddowrhee.. Luc. 1. Julike maner ſpake 
Chꝛiſt allo vnto Jrruſalem: How oft would 


haue gathered chy Children together, as an 


Henne gathereth her Chickens vnder her 
wings, and ye would not. Mat 23. Fo though 
a true beleeuing man be in deede the Tem⸗ 
ple of God, and God dwelleth in him, vet v⸗ 
-ſeth the ctinture oft to ſocake thereof, as 
though he did ilpe abouevs, in as much an 
he doth our ſgaddo w, couer and defend vge 
- and that becaulc the heauon and the heauen 
of all heauens (as Salomon ſapeth) can not 
©ls com- 
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the 91. Plalme. 20 0 
corhprehendnot containe him. Reuel. ?: But 


though he dwelleth in vs vet fiycth he wide 


hye and lowe not only on the ont ſide of bs, 
but alſo on the outſide toner all creatures. 
And ſo in all theſe woꝛdes, there is nothing 
elſe ſaide, but 'whoſocuer is a right belzeuing 
Chꝛiſtian: 

Marke now then that he ſapeth not: who 
ſo is wiſe, ſtrong, rich, whole, oꝛ well frien⸗ 
ded: Neither ſaith hee alſo: who ſo keepeth 
him ſelfe thence , o2 flpeth thether ; 
holdeth himſelfe wel, oꝛ vſeth god Phiſickes 
but who ſo putteth his truſt in God - Not 
that the foꝛeſaid god things be euill, oꝛ may 
not be had oꝛ vſed with pꝛoſite: But that 
they (where fayth is not) may enen as fone 
doe harme as god, and are in na wiſe able to 
deliuere from the w2ath ol God. But 
what doeth the belsruer? Yeſayeth vnto the 
Loꝛde: My hope. But this do not the vngod. 
lv and vnbeleuers, but ſet thett hope in the 
foʒtſuid points, put their truſt in them and 
boaſt thereon, + fo commit ſpirituall whezes 
dome therewith, and make Idols thereof. 
But to God doe they not lift vp their eyes, 
neither thinke they vpon him noꝛ feare hint. 
And when he commeth then with his wzath 
anmonertabeth them wr! his Plague a 


oO” vnto — creatures. And ſo — it to 
paſſe, that their wiſevome hath bene plaine 
foliſhnes; their ſtrength, their ownenuſfoz- 
tune: their riches, their owne deſtruction: 
their health, their own harme:their friends, 
their owne hypocrites, and traitours. And al 
that which they truſted vnto, cannot helpe 
them. When they would hide themſelues 
on the backſide thereof, it is enenas much 
as when one hideth him behinde a ladder. 
And when they would ſeeke helpe therby,it 
is enen like as 4 Wolfe ſhould defende a 
Sheepe oꝛ a Gole. 

But thus goeth it not with the beleeuer: oz 
who ſo putteth his truſt in the Loꝛde, ſhall 
not be confounded. Therefoꝛe ſaith he not 
onely that the L oꝛd is his hope hut alſo his 
ſtrong holde, which he may flie vnto, in the 
which he may ſhut him ſelfe cloſe,and be de- 

liuered therein. As Salomon ſayeth in the 
2 the Pꝛouerbes: Thename 
of the Lord is a ſirong Caſtell, the righteous 
12 * vnto ben and. d hal bee deſended. 3 
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1 - vnbeleeners haue their * euen 17 


their goodes. but in neceſſifte} they finde 
no refuge, as the faithfull hach & ſtrong 
holde and high Caſtell in G D tte 


LLo2de. 
And though the vnbeleeuers haue their 
whole will all their life long, yet hath it an 


euill ende, as it had with the rich man, 


which was buried in hell. Le Chapter 


"| + xvi. Foz who ſo beleeneth not, chall be dame 


ned. 

Againe, though the faithfuil be plagued 
and perſecufed all his life long, ſo that hee 
cannot ſehowe hee may be deliuered, yet 
hath hee this comfozf, that the Loꝛd is his 
God: that is, that he can helpe and de- 
liuer him as an almightie Loꝛde, yea, after 


fſuch a faſhion and way, as neither he him⸗ 


wort no2 any mans reaſon can thinke oꝛ des 

uiſe 
And though he doe it not, vet doeth not 
the faithfull deſpaire: but letteth the Loꝛde 
be his Go1,on whom hee hopeth: that is, at 
whoſe hande he leoketh fo2 all good in the 
life fo2 to come and euerlaſting. Foz hope 
ſeeth and loketh on that which is to come, 
which as vet is hid. As P-«/ſayeth, Rom. 
the viii. Chapt. Hope that is ſeene is * 
B ii. or 


ASecrmon vpon 
for howe can a man hope for that which is 


ſcene. But if wee hope for that which wee ſee {+ 


not, we looke for it by patience. 

And fo this is the meaning: The vnbe⸗; 
leners haue their hope in the creatures, and 
are afraideof God. The faithfull hath his 
hope to God, and isLo2dauer the creatures. 


_ Thevnbel&uers miſcarie, and by the crea⸗ 


tures findet hey no helpe in niede. The faith 


full miſcarie not, but God is vnto thema 


ſtrong holde. The vnbeleeuers may well 
haue their willes as long as they liue, but at 


the laſt ( thoꝛow their deſpaire) there follow⸗ 


eth euerlaſting damnation. The faithfull 
may haue diſquietneſſe and temptation all 
their life long, but at the laſt(thozow their 
hope) there followeth euerlaſting life. 


Such hope ſhould they haue, and then 


haue it indede, that though they muſt lis 
vnder as long as they liue, vet after death 
they chall inherite euerlaſting life. 

But certainely it tommeth not to paſſe, 
that they muſt alway lye vnder: Foz God 
is ſaichfull, and ſuffereth not his to be tempted 
aboue their ſtrength, but maketh the tempta · 
tion ſo to haue anende, that we may beare it.

Someplainely of 
nature, and out of theozdinanceofGod: as 
Tempeffand Peſtilence. The faithfullnow 
beleeueth and maketh his boaſte, that theſs 
miſchauntes can not be fo great and migh⸗ 
— „ but onen, 
Nm. 
* Anditisa goodly natural fimilituve,that 
he likeneth the euil wicked denice of the vn- 
godly agaiuſt the faithfull, to a nette oz ſnare 
ofthe hunter. Foz like as a hunter pꝛoueth 
the kinde and nature of euery wilde beaſt, 
tommeth pꝛiuily atter him, ſeeketh ont the 
tourſe and habitation therof, and afterward 
ſettech the Nette, that he may dꝛiue it there⸗ 
into? Euen ſo do the vngovly alſo vnto the 
© righteous. Firſt, they looke howe they bes 
minded: Jfany one be free of language, then 
35 3, Gtteth 
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ſet they hintonfire, that he may ſpeak ſome· 
what ſharpelp, as Saint Ste euen did. Actes 
the vij. Chapter. If he be gentle and friends 
ly, then imagine they ſome fwliſh thing v⸗ 
pon him, and flatter away his harte from 
him as Dalila did vnto Sampſon. If he ſe&ke 
the ſaluation of the people, then ſclaunder 
they him, as the Jewes blaſpheamed Chꝛiſt 
to be a Mine; upper, and a companion ot᷑ 


2Publicanes.Jfhebe fimple ahen ie the v a; 


pon him, behinde his backe, oꝛ euer he be 
ware thereof: Then follow they vpan him, 
cry, ſye, and complaine, that the vertuous 
Chꝛiſtian man knoweth not what poynt to 
be at oꝛ how ho hath deſerued it. Peuerthe⸗ 
lee, they thinke the Beil is fo caſt, that at 
the laſt it muſt ring as they will, butit lays 
Itth them q 
Foꝛ theLo2don whom we belerue, which 
is dur hope, refuge and God, can not onely 
pꝛeſerue vs from their ſnares that wee fall 
not therein, but alſo when we fal into them, 
and they thinke wee be their captiues, hee 


can and will deliuer vs yet thereout. In like 


manner doeth God the Loꝛde pꝛeſerue his 
faithfull, not onely fromthe nopſome ſicke⸗ 
neſte of the Peſtilente, but alſo when they 
bee taken therewith and infeaed — | 
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\.. hidelinereth-themfromit,and maketh them 
whole againe. But howe that commeth to

puſſe, and how. we ſhal vnderſtand it, it ſhal 
follow hereafter moꝛe clearelꝛ. 
Tzhis is now well fo be marked alſo, that 
the Pcftilence tsa noyſome ſickeneſſe, not 
becauſe it bzingeth death (foꝛ that doe all o⸗ 
ther moꝛtall ſickeneſſes likewife, and death 
is no loſſe vnto the faithfull, but advantage, 
as Paul ſayeth vnto the Philippions, the firſt 
Chapiter) but becauſe that it taketh away 
the people very ſuddenlp, vnloked foz and 
vnawares: And thereout then followeth 
ffrike , lawing oz buſineſle among ſinners, 
and of the common wealth, as euerx man 
by him ſelfe can lightly perceiue and vnder⸗ 
-. ** Therefo2eit is alſo anho22ible puniſh⸗ 
ment oner the ſinne- of the woꝛlde, which 
tonterneth both them that dye, and them 
that are left aline, as hereafter-it ſhall fols 
tow. 4 :ik53-65:.6 . . a 
here as if there be now ſucha fayth as 
gieueth credente vnto God, hee ſhal pꝛeſerue 
him fro al wicked imaginations ol men like 
wife from all noyſome fickneſſes.Anyat the 
lat ſhall hee ſane him, that continueth not 
without fruit, but vꝛeaketh out n 
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aue and fgithfulneſſe tawardes his neigh⸗ 
bour , i deſireth allo to bꝛing him vnto that 
point, that he may beleue and he pertaker o⸗ 
all ſuch godnes and beneſtes of God. Ther 
foze doth the Pꝛophete turne his woꝛds now 
alſo vnta his neighbour, and ſaith further⸗ 
moe; 

Hee ſhall. auer thec with ba ferhers „ and 
thine hope ſhall be vnder his wings. That ia: 
if thou — wilt put thy truſt in him, thau 
ſhalt finde it ſo like wi ſe. .. Foꝛ hee ſheweth 
ſuch his beneſits vnto all and euer one that 

{ their truſt in him As foz the 0 of 
his fethers, and hope vader his win ur 
charitie ath heard yngugh befoze w tits. 

Hon, though all the faithful-lok#oz ſuch 
help at God, + it happeneth vnto them, vet 
is it not done. without a ſpeciall battaile of 
Faith. Foꝛ ſuch help doth he pꝛomiſe vs in 
his holy woꝛd, that we ſhould beleeue it: and 
ik we beleue it, it happeneth vnto vs actoz⸗ 
ding to dur Faith. Therefoze ſaith the P20+ 
phete mo2couer,. His. truth is ſpeare &ſhield, 
that is, his godly pꝛemi es, which are ſure t 
true, and neither lie noꝛ deceane: 
our weapons where with ie fight, and ouer⸗ 
come all aduerſities. But like as ſpeare and 
Hhiald are not p2ofitable vats, aten 
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nof,o2 will not vſe them: euen ſo alſo doe not 
the pꝛomiſes of God pꝛoſite him, that cannot 
fight therewith, and will not beleeue theron. 
Foz that is the right ſcience in this battaile, 
when miſ-fozfune, aduerſitp, oz tentation 
commeth, that we lake out all fo2 accoꝛz⸗ 
ding vnto Gods woꝛd: Namelp, what com⸗ 
fozte and pꝛomiſe he hath made vnto vs in 
ſuch a caſe, and with a right beliefe to take 
holde of the ſame, as of a ſhield, and to com⸗ 
foꝛt and defend our ſelues therewith: ſo can 
there no miſchance doe vs harme, as the holy 
Saint Paule in the laſt chapter of his epiſſis 
to the Epkeſians tracheth, and ſaith: Before al 
things take the ſhield of Faith, Where with ye 
may quench all che fierie darts of the wicked. 
Againſt the ſame (namely againſt Sathan 
dur head enemp) is ſuch woꝛd of God, euen 
the right ſpeare, here with wee wound and 
ouercome him. Foz no bodily weapon hur⸗ 


5 teth and hindꝛeth men ſo ſoꝛe, as the word or 
God ſt oppeth and hindzethSathan, ik it bee 


thꝛuſt vnder his noſe, againtt his venemous 
dealing and tentation, Foz if aſernant (that 
vealeth wzongfully and vnthziftily in his 
maiſters gods and buſineſſes) be affraive, 
vered, and pearſed thꝛough the hart, when a

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why doe thou ſd? That is not thy maiſters 
will and meaning, he did not ſo commaund 
thee; How mach moꝛe goeth it thozow Sa- 
thans hart, when a verfuons Chꝛiſtian man 
holdeth the woꝛde of God vnder his eyes, 
and bꝛingeth witneſle over him that he as a 
wicked creature dealeth againſt his maker, 
and againſt his choſen childꝛen? Therefoze 
doeth holy Saint Paul call Gods woꝛd alſo 
the ſword of the ſpirit: And the Woꝛd Chaift 
defendeth himſelfe onely with the ſame a · 
gainſt all temptations o Sathan in the wil- 
bernielſe. 

Nowe when thou takeſt holde thus of 
Gods pꝛomiſes thoꝛow faith, and vſeſtthenr 
foꝛ fpeare and ſhielde to vefende thy ſelle, 
und to ſmite Sathan, thenont-ofthe ſame, 
„ as the Plophety ſayeth far- 

er: 

That thou 888800 not to feare for the hora, 
riblenefſe ofthe night. 

For the arrowes thatflye inthe daye time. 

For the Peliilencethat commexh priuily in 
the dat ke. * ' 

For the fi ckeneſſe char deſtroyeth i in the,

"30; theſe foure adnerſities ſet fozward 
any 
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and ſhoꝛten the life of the vnbeleners::Buf 
the faithfullhath ſuch conſolafion.and pzo- 
miſe,that he needeth not be afraide. Firff, 
2 the hozribleneſſe of Þ night: Chat is, foz 
al manner of femptation & deceite,thathaps 
pen vnto men by night in the darkneſle. Foz 
this we al perceiue,that in the night e in the 
darkeneſſe wee are weaker minded, of moꝛe 
diſpaire, and moꝛe afraid then in the ligt. 
The blond runneth to our hearts, and the 
haires ſtand vpꝛight, and all the body wax- 
eth colde fo2 feare. Out of this com- 
meth it then, that wethinke we ſee, heare, 
and perceiue ſomewhat,which.in very deede 
is not ſo: then goeth one aſtray, another le 
ſeth his colour, the thirde falleth ſicke, the 
fourth is become ctoked : the ſift goeth 
ont of his witte: And ſo men thinke that 
the Deuill hath done it, where as it is vet a 
plaine naturall woozking of the exceeding 
great feare, which would deſtroye a man 
euen by daye time, if it were ſo greate. 
How - be- it, true it is that the Deuill cau⸗ 
ſeth ſuchſtare, and pꝛinteth it in, that hee 
may beguyle and deſtroy vs by feare, as by a 
naturall woꝛking. Pet is it nothing but a 
feare:fo2 the Pꝛophet calleth it not an euil oz 
god ſpirit, but plainelꝑ the honiblenes ow 
AD : Night :, 
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ho2rotrandfeare , and continueth anhoz 
rourand andfeare. 

Therefoꝛe where a right beliefe is there 
is no feare. Mhere no fearefulnes ta, there 
is alſo no hoꝛrour.noꝛ fantaſie of ſpirites 02 
deteittulnes of the night, but plainecourage 
and boldneſſe. If any thing els be ſ&ne(as 


fire oꝛ light) they de hut naturall things, out 


of the heat v the ground: like as iightnings, 
d2accons; falling ſtarres and Cometes, be in 


theatre and in the heauen. But herewithal 


will not J ſpeake againſt the wonderfull vt- 
fions and tokens, which God ſendeth ſoꝛ a 
warming befoꝛe great miſthauntes to come. 
Drcondurlipe the faithlull is ſure for the 
arrowcstharfkearttheday time. That is all 
manner of miſchaun. es, which ouertake a 


man open in the dayeꝛand pet ſo ſuddenly | 


and vn warts, that he can not cfcape them. 
As whenatﬀtple falleth from the rome ot an 
houſe, tuhen a wirked beaft doech euill, oz 
hen an vngratious perſon doth hurt in bo⸗ 
vp, nac, n ns. Foz ſuch miſſdtuncs 


tome foꝛ the maſt part ſo ſuddenly , that a 


man camiiat pꝛeuent them: , but muſt let 
them hitte ns with an arrow, and afterward 


0 harme with great tra⸗ 


uaple 


night: either is it any thing elſe but an 


a oo a Aw. oa 
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dle and labour, Butnow.will God e. 


ſerue his faithfull from ſuch miſfoztune . if 


they haue his pꝛomiſes befo2etheireyes; be 


lenethereon, and oꝛder their liues thereal⸗ 
ter. 

Thirdlp ;a faithfullperſon needeth not al⸗ 
fo to be afrayde fo2 the Peſtilence, that flips 
peth in priuilie in the darłke. This is verily a 
comſdꝛtable pꝛomiſe inthis dangerous time; 
fo2 the which, wee ſhould by right put aur 
truſt in God, and thanke him therefo2e,foz 
aſmuch as it is one ofthe moſt perilous any 
hozrible Plagues, where with hee viũteth e 
puniſheth the ſinne of the woꝛld. Foz it tee 
keth holde of life vnwares, and plucketh a 
mam a way in two 02 thꝛee dayes(oꝛ euer he 
can oꝛder his buſyneſſe and houſe, and make 
his Teſtament) creepeth: in pꝛiuily in the 
darke, ſo that na man knodu eth what it is 
o2 whence it commeth, oꝛ whether it goeth. 
therefoze can noman kepe himſelfe furely 
krom it. 

Pʒꝛoꝛ it it were in meate 02 diinke,it might 
be eſchued: Jfit were an euill taſt, it might 


beerpelled with aſweet: ſanour : It it ere 


an euil winde, chaber might withviligence 
” bemadecloſe therefoꝛe: Af it were aclbavs 
oz miſt, it might be ſeene and auopded: Afit 
were 


 ASermonypon 
were a raine, a man might conethimſelfe 
E it:but nowe it is a ſecrete miſtoꝛtune that 
crepethin pꝛiuily, ſo that it can neither be 
feene no2 heard, neither ſmelled no tated, til 
it haue done thee harme. 

Therefs:e the moꝛe daungerous and noi⸗ 
ſome that the plague is, the better and moꝛe 
excellent is the pꝛomiſe, that no man ſhoulde 
haue tauſe to deſpaire. Foz how might God 
make vs a moꝛe excellent and fairer pꝛomiſe 
then that hee pꝛomiſeth to deliuer from the 
Peſtilence vs that be his childꝛen, and that 
weneve not to be affraide thereof, though a 
thouſand die of the ſame at our left ſide, & ten 
chouſand at our right fide' ; Pet ſhall it not 
reach vnto vs, if we doe but belteue this pꝛo⸗ 
miſe, and let it be our ſpeare and ſhield. Foz 
il we ſo doe, then ſhal ſuch poiſoned arrowes 
either not hit vs at all, oz elle not wound vs 
to death. 

. Fourthly, God wiltalſo pꝛeſerue his chil- 
dꝛen from the ſickneſſe that deſtroyeth in the 
none daßpe: Foz the none day when the 
Dunne is at the ſfrongelf , is cauſe of 
much heate and feuerous ſickneſſes: ſpecial 
ie in thoſe countries where the Sunne ry- 
ech dee, woch nye auer mens NES 
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Fo2 great heate bꝛingeth much ſweat, cons. 
ſumeth and altereth the blond, cauſeth inoꝛ⸗ 
dinate dꝛinking, and maketh that the people 
are glad to cole themſelues againe ſooliſh⸗ 
ly: and thereout ariſeth all manner of peril⸗ 
tous diſeaſes, which are not very vnlike the 
lickneſſe ofthe Peſtilene. 

.Nowe, whether it be feare of the be 
arrowe of the day, whether it be Peſtilence 


. 4; . oz ſickneſſe thatcommethby the euil South- 


winde, 02 what plague ſoeuer, that lyeth v- 
pon the woꝛld becauſe of their ſinnes, God 
the Lo2d will pꝛeſerue his faithfull therfrom 
oꝛ delpuer them from it. And that ſhal come 
to paſſe ſo certainly and ſo wonderfullp, that 
(as the Pſalmiſt and dur Pꝛophet ſaxeth,) 
Though a thouſand fall at thy lett ſide and ten 
, . thouſand at thy right fide, yet ſhal ĩt not touch 
thee. 

This is doubtles a louing, merciful,coms 
fo:table and faire pzomiſe , whereon our 
hart by reaſon ſhould truſt, andchieſits 
reiopte in the ſame. Foꝛ he that ſpeaketh 
it, is only Almightie, and moſte true, theres 
foze wee ſhoulde with reaſon giue credence 
vnto him. 

Foꝛ we can do God no greater diſhonour 
"wn to N88 in his holy woꝛd. Me — 
there⸗ 
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ſoꝛe to be much moꝛze afraide of that inoꝛdi⸗ 
nate feare then ot death it ſelfe: foz death 


cannothurt vs; inaſmuch as. (we thozows 


baptiſme) are graffed and buried vuto lie 
death with Chꝛiſt. But fearefulneſſe(which 
is nothing elſe but an vnbeliefe) may harme 
vs, and bzing vs into impꝛudence. Wheres 
foze my moſt dearely beloued, take theſe pꝛo⸗ 
miſes to heart, ſtrengthen pour heart, mind, 
and vnderſtanding therewith, and be not 
faynt harte d. @o ſhall yee pꝛoue by erperi- 
ente, that God is true, and faithfully perfoze 
meth that which he pꝛomiſeth. 

And that pee may the moꝛe eaſelp belue 
it, 4 wil declare it vnto pour charitie, by a fi-: 
militude how it commeth to paſſe, «whence 
it ſpꝛingeth, that a right faithfulChaiſtian 
man map bee ſafe and free from all theſe 
Plagues : ſoꝛ it is god to bnderſtande,and 
comfoztable to know. 

Pour charitie ſeth and pzoueth daily by 
experience, how mighty 4 hozrible a thing 
the darkeneſſe of the night is. F92. when it 


falleth, it couereth all the whole wozld,darks 


neth the colour and faſhion of all creatures, 
captiuateth all men and beaſtes liuing, that 
1 they mult be ſtill and reſt, pea, and maketh 
en and featefull , *

things it is a mighty inuincible tyꝛaunt 
whom no man may withſtand, Neuerthe- © 


leſſe, it is not pet ſo mighty, that it can 
darken, ouerwhelme, and quench the leaft 


light that is founde in the world. Fo2 wee 


ſte, that the darker the night is, the clearer 
doe the ſtarres ſhine: Nea, the leaſt candle 
light that is lighted, withſtandeth p whole 
night, and ſuffereth not onely the darke⸗ 
neſle not to couer o2 oppꝛeſſe it, but giueth 
light enen in the middes of the darkenes, 
and ſmiteth it backe a certaine ſpace on e- 
uery ſide:⁊ where it is boꝛne, thence mut 
darkeneſce deyart, and giue place vnto the 
light: al the power and fearefulneſſe there? 
ol, can not helpe againſt it. 

And though a light be ſo weake , that it 
giueth not light farre aboue it, neither tan 
ſmite thedarkenefſe backe (as the ſparke 
of an whote cole) vet can not the darkenes 
coaer it, much lefſe quench it:but it giueth 
light it ſelfe alone, ſo that it may be ſtene a 
farre off in the darkeneffe,and remapneth 
bnouercome ot the fame, though it cannot 


helpe other thinges, noꝛ giue light vnto 
them. 


"Pea (that vet moꝛe wonderfull is) a 
tottonhining peece of _ which ne- 
uer-

uertheleſſe hath the kaynteſt light that can 


be founde, remapneth inuineible of all the 


powec of darkeneſſe: and the moze it is 
compaſſed about with darkeneſſe, the 


cloarer light it giueth: ſo little can darke⸗ 


neſſe ouercome oꝛ holde downe any light. 
but it ruleth, vanquiſheth, and erpelleth 
the darkeneſſe, which elſe ouerwhelmeth, 
ſnareth and putteth all things in ſeare. 

Euen ſ like wiſe doth a well ſpꝛing al⸗ 
ſo, foꝛ there may we ſee, hol a little vaine 
of mater, bꝛeaketh out of the ground ſome 
where ſcarce ſo great as a ſinger. 

And when it is cloſed in rounde about, 
that the water may gather togelher, and 
muſt needes be a ditch oꝛ a pitte, yet ſpꝛin⸗ 
geth it neuerthelelle. And though the wa? 
ter bee cerkaine hundꝛeds weight aboue 
the ſpꝛiug, vet may not it dꝛiue the ſpꝛing 
backe, but the ſpꝛing deiueth the whole 
burthen of the water backe, and aboue it 
ſelfe, and ſpꝛingeth ſtill moꝛe and moꝛe, 
till the pole flowe ouer. And if the other 
Water be foiile and vncleane, it cannot 


mire it {elfe vnder the freſh cleare water 
ot the ſpꝛing, but it remaineth cleare till it 


tome farther ab2oad from the firſt head 


thereof, as it may wel be pzoued by daily 
3 ex⸗ 
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the 91. Plalme; 
experience. Jfa naturall light then be ſo 


mighty againft the darkenes ofthe night, 


and an earthen well ſp2ing fo ſtrong in 
ſtrpuing againſt all ſtanding waters: 
howe much moꝛe doeth it then, the true e⸗ 
uerlaſting and heauenly light, and the 
onely inuinſible ſpꝛing of all life, name- 
iy, God the Loꝛde our maker and Saut- 
out? 


That God is the trus, enerlaſfing and 


heauenly light, witneſſeth lohn the Cuan⸗ 
geliſt in the firſt Chapter, and ſapeth: God 
was the worde, in him was the life, and the 
life was the light of men. Likewiſe alſo in 


his Canonicall Epiſtle in the firſt Chap⸗ 


ter: God is light, and in him is no darke- 
nes. 

An like manner, That he is the onely 
inuincible ſpꝛing ot all life, witneſſeth the 
Pꝛophet leremie in the ſeconde Chapter. 
Fo2 there ſapth the Lozd : My people 
committeth a double ſinne, they forſake me 
the liuing ſpring of life, and make them - 
ſelues fayre welles, which neuertheleſſe giue 
no water. And Dauid ſaieth in the xxxv. 
Pſalme: Wich thee is the ſpring of life, and 
in thy light ſee we · light. |

by faith doth God dwell in our harts, and 
we are the liuing temple of God , as Paul 
to the ( ointhian doeth witneſſe moꝛe then 
once. Therefo:e ſaith Chꝛiſt of his Diſci⸗ 
ples. Vat l. Le are the light of the world. 


And of John the Baptiſt: He was a burning - 


and {hining light. John 5, Likewiſetf God 
be the euerlaſting and liuing feuntaine, it 
folioweth, that the faithfull be euen flow⸗ 
ing ſpꝛings. Thereſoꝛe ſayth Chꝛiſt alſo. 
Ihn 7. Who ſo beleeucth on mee, as the 
Scripture ſapeth, out of his body ſhal flow 
Rreames of liuing Water: But this he ſa ide 
ofthe Spirit which they that belceuc on him 
ſhoul. l ceceiue. 

Like as the darkeneſſe of the night now 
fan hurt no earthly oꝛ woꝛldlp light, but 
mut giue place and flye from the light: E- 
uen fo ſaith Satan alſo which is a Pꝛince 

of ſpiritual! datkeneſſe, can doe no harme 
toa true richt beluing Chꝛiſtian man, 
but muſt frare and flie from him: Foꝛ God 
which is the euerlaſting light, dwelleth x 
ſhineth in his hart, and dꝛiueth and expel⸗ 
leth far from him all the woꝛkes of darke⸗ 


nette. And ue as no heape of water tan 
deiue 
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the 91. Pſalme. 


dꝛiue backe any fountaine ofthe grounde 


and hinder the quicke ſpꝛing thercof:and 
like as no vncleanneſſe can make it foule; 
euen ſo alſo can no aduerſitp of this woꝛld 
take away oꝛ ſhoꝛten any Chꝛillian mans 
life. Fo2 God which is the fountaine of all 
life, dwelleth and liueth in his heart, and 
dꝛiueth all hurtful poyſon and moꝛtal ſick⸗ 
neſles farre away from thence, ſo that not 
onelp it can not harme him, but hee alſo 
helpeth other people, and deliuereth them 
by his p2eſence: euen as a light that ſhi⸗ 
neth farre about it, and as a ſpꝛing that al⸗ 
wap floweth, runneth and maketh the 
ground moyſt: and fruitful. 

And this is that the Loꝛd ſayethin the

Let Satan then pꝛeſſe in here with alt 
His darkenoſle, and with all his hurtful in- 
fection, pet ſhal pe ſee in belieſe that he can 
not take v2 deſtroy any Chꝛiſtian man 
therewith, it he continue in faith, 4 keepe 
God in his hart: But he ſhall be ſmitten 
backe and dꝛiuen away by fozce, as the 
wounderkull woꝛkes of Chꝛiſt, and of all 
Saints doe manifeſtly derlare. Therefoꝛe 
it is à great ſhame foꝛ a chꝛiſtian man to 
be atraid fo2 the Plagne of the Peſtilence, 
as to flye from them whome he is bounds 
to ſerue by Gods commaundement. Foz 


by reaſon hee ſhould without all feare 


make haſte vnto them, not onely to fulfill 
Gods commaundement, but alſo by his 
pꝛeſente to helpe them, if their faith doe 
elſe woꝛke withall. But if it tome not to 
paſſe, vet is hee ſure, foꝛ aſmuch as God 
dwelleth in him, and he walketh and go⸗ 
eth in Gods commandement. Fc2 certain- 
ly this pꝛomiſe ſhall not faile him: 121 

Though a thouſand fall at thy fide, & ten 
thouſand at thy right fide, yet ſhall it 0 

touc

touch thee. Q ' 
But with faith mu theſe woꝛdes be 
taken holde vpon, foꝛ naturall reaſon doth 
not compꝛehend them, in aſmuch as in⸗ 
derde it appeareth farre otherwiſe. And no 
man'inedeth to thinke noꝛ iudge, that they 
which die of this plague, be all vnchziſtian 
and faithleſle: but we ought not to doubt, 
but that there die thereof many vertuous 
men, and leauemany vngodly. This is 
done, "becauſe that death may happen fo 4 
man two manner of waies. . 
Dane way after the common courſe ofnas 
ture, accoꝛding as euery mans death is 
appointed him of God: and we haue eon- 
ſented vnto it in baptiſme. Of this karte 
the holy man ob in the xiiii. Chapter: 
man hath his appoynted time, the — 
ofhis moneths ſtandeth with thee? thou halt 
appoynted him his bounds, which hee ſhall 
not ouerpaſſe. Another way may death 
happen to a man beſoꝛe the time, by reaſon 
Of his great ⁊ grieuous ſinnes: As the Loꝛd 
hath thꝛeatned by Moyſes, that ik his tom; 
mande ment be not kept, he wil cauſe pelti- 
Tence to retgne:whereoutit is certain, that 
when they be kept, the plague abideth out. 
Likewiſe ſaith he in = commandements: 
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A Sermon vpon 
Honor Father and mother that thou maieſt 
liue long, &c. Out of the which it is cer- 
taine, that his life which doeth them not, 
ſhall be ſhoꝛtened. In like manner ſapeth 
Daud in the 35. Pſalme, The bloud- t hirſtie 
ſnal not bring their lifeto the halfe nomber. 
Whhereout it is ſure, that they ſhould liue 
much longer, it they ſhed not innocent 
biod. Likewiſe Chaiſt ſaith: Luk. 1 2. If ye 
doe not repent, yee ſhallall periſh, as they 
that the towre in Sila fell vpon. Mhereby 


it is certaine, that who ſo repenteth not, 


may loke foꝛ all miſ-foztune. 

And of this vntimely death onely ſpea⸗ 
keth this Þſalme,and pꝛomiſeth the faith · 
full Chꝛiſtian men, that they ſhall be fre 
from it. Foz from the right apointed death 
into the which we haue conſented in Bap⸗ 


tiſme, we neither can, noꝛ ſhall be deliue⸗ 


red. WHereſoe if a vertuous right Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian man die of this plague, it is certainly 
his very houre appointed vnto him of God 
which he cannot pꝛeuent. But doubtleſſe, 
there dye of it many finners alſo beſide, 
which might well liue longer if they re- 
pented. And though ſcme bee taken bes 
cauſeoftheir ſinnes, yet be they not theres 
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foze damned, but ifthey z ſae foꝛgiu . 
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the 91. Pſalme. 
of finnes,and belceue, they ſhall be ſaued: 
As Haul ſaith: When wee be iudged, we are 
chaſtened of the Lord, that wee ſhould not 
be condemned with the world. 

Thus gocth it then together, that ink 
men die their awne right death, but the 
wicked die an vntimelp death, and there- 
with doeth God puniſh the woꝛld ſoꝛeſt of 
all, becauſe of their ſinnes, but ſpareth 
his owne fo2 their faiths ſake. Therefo:e 
ſhould they not be feareful no2 fatnt-hear- 
ted:but(as the P2op5et ſaieth ) they ſhould 
loke and heholde, how the vngodly are re» 
compenced: Fo2 whether the wicked dye 
beloꝛe the time, oꝛ the iuſt in the right ſea⸗ 
ſon, yet is it done both ſoz the-puniſhment 
and plague of the vagodly. Jfvertous fa- 
thers and mothers dic from wicked diſo⸗ 
bedient child: en, then be the childꝛen pla? 
ged:ſoꝛ they are afterward, euil nurtered, 
hanged oz ſlaine. If rong childꝛen dye 
krom wicked fathers and mothers, then be 
the childꝛen delinered, and the fathers and 
mothers puniſhed, in that they haue ga⸗ 
thered their gods fo2 thoſe that they with 
them not vnto. If tyꝛaunts die, then bee 
the y puniſhed, and the perſecuted Chꝛiſti⸗ 
an deliuered. If good rulers die , Which 
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the 91. Pſalme, 
with their wiſdome haue mainfayned 
peace and god gouernance. then be they in 
peace:And fo the vngodly Which are left a⸗ 
tive, rapſe vp warre and ſedicton, and bee 
alway puniſhed woꝛſe and woꝛſe. Shoztly 
who ſo hath eyes of faith, ſeth that true 
beleeuers die in a right ſeaſon, but the vn⸗ 
godly befozethe time. TUherefoze whether 
god men die 92 line, it is done fo2 their 
wealth. But whether the wicked die oz 
line, it is done fo2 their puniſhment , e al 
waies ſhal they be plagued, t their wicked⸗ 
nes ſhalbe re warded them. 
Mherefoꝛemp moft dearely bcloned, 
take pe ſuch doctrine andcomfo2tto hart 
follow the ſame. Flye in god carneft (by 
true repentance #amendment)from ſinne 
wherewith the woꝛlde hath deſerued this 
hoꝛrible plague: Andflie by a true vpꝛight 
faith vnto Gods woꝛde, wherein is the 
fountaine of life, « the light of men: Then 
ſhal ye be whole ex ſafe from this and other 
plagues, and ſo line to the honour of God e 
wealth or pour neighbour, til the appointed 
time come wherin God p father (in Þ death 
of Chꝛiſt that we be baptiſed in) ſhal ſend 
foʒ vs out of this miſerable life to his own 
tuerlaſting kingdome: whtch God 1 
vnto vs all, Amen. How
